New York, April 2.—James J. 


Hill, who has just arrived from 
St. Paul, believes with a number 
of prominent "Wall Street 
men 


that the war will end this fall, 
not. later than October 1. "Wall 
Street's viewpoint is that there 
would be no reason to continue 
the conflict "beyond October unless 
both sides were prepared to tight 
through the spring and summer of 
1916. 


"The" successes of one ->ide or 


the other will not settle the tight," 
Mr. Hill said, "but the physical 
financial and industrial 
exhaus-j 


tion of the belligerents will end; 
the war by next autumn." 


Mr. Hill is of the opinion our 


heavy exports to Europe will con- 
tinue, with new high records still 
to come. "We cau't kill our best
